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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Teng nor Crawford teach or 
suggest that the metal within the laser-absorbing layer is higher than the concentration of metal at both edges of the laser -absorbing layer. 
The concentration of metal in the laser-absorbing layer as compared to the concentration of metal at both edges of the laser-absorbing 
layer is a function of oxygen control, which Crawford teaches. In addition, the concentration of metal is also dependent upon the process by 
which the metal is applied to the laser-absorbing layer. Crawford teaches vapor deposition to apply metal to the laser-absorbing layer. 
Applicant teaches the same. Therefore, it is expected that the metal concentration would have the same distribution in the laser-absorbing 
layer of Crawford as applicant claims. Applicant argues that Crawford does not teach a bidirectional gradient. Applicant discloses a laser- 
absorbing layer that is formed by vapor deposition wherein the the laser-absorbing layer comprises a gradient solid dispersion of 
metal/metal oxide. Crawford teaches a metal/metal oxide layer that is formed by vapor deposition wherein the metal/metal oxide layer is a 
gradient solid dispersion (see example 1 and col. 1 , lines 58-67 of Crawford). Applicant has not claimed that the gradient solid dispersion is 
a bidirectional gradient. Further, Crawford teaches that the metal/metal oxide is applied to the layer by vapor deposition, which is the same 
as applicant discloses in the invention. Therefore, it would follow that the gradient solid dispersion of Crawford would also have a 
bidirectional gradient, absent any evidence to the contrary. 
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
